Profit vs. Plenty. 
- To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial, “Not Enough Food,” 
is well presented from the standpoint 
of those of us to whom waste is a 
tragedy. 

Seemingly, the paradox of “want in the 
midst of plenty,” while somewhat hack- 
neyed, is true, but it depends on one of 
two points of view. However, to say that 
“under-consumption is the problem” is 
to neglect. the other horn of the dilem- 
ma, which is profit. 

Naturally, when either food or capital 
becomes too plentiful, i. e., when one or 
both fail to return a sufficient rate of 
profit, then arises a condition of over- 
production in relation to the market; but, 
so long as human needs remains unsatis- 
fied, it is true that we have under-con- 
sumption. Plenty destroys profit under a 
system whose only incentive is profita- 
bility. On the other hand, profit destroys 
plenty because it restricts the consum- 
ers’ market through wage cuts necessary 
to the ever lower costs of production. 

It is well to consider the full signifi- 
cance of these symptoms of food destruc- 
tion and let-down of production; first, 
the expression through these symptoms of 
an extreme decay of a systém contradic- 
tory in its aims; second, the inescapable 
connection of this decay with social and 
political phenomena such as _ Fascism; 
third, the working out of this process 

-in war. Today we destroy pigs; tomor- 
row we destroy human beings. 

Over-production or under-consumption 
cannot be separated from Fascism and 
war, because of the fact that the gigan- 
tic increase of productive power has 
outstripped the capacity of modern com- 
petitive systems to organize it. There- 
fore, so long as we have over-production 
in relation to the market and under-con- 
sumption in relation to huma: need, 
which are diametrically in opposition,

WHAT WILL MISSOURI DO? 

Gov. Park gave his support to a reform which Mis- 
souri sorely needs when he told a group of St. Louis 
lawyers that it would not be long until the Btate 
Supreme Court would adopt rules to simplify judi- 
cial procedure. As he said, and as the Post-Dispatch 
has often said in similar words, if proper simplifica- 
tion is achieved, “unnecessary, long delays in the 
trial and final determination of cases would be avoid- 
ed, much expense to litigants saved and speedier 
justice guaranteed.” 

It is most encouraging to have the chief execu- 
tive of the State direct public attention to this cry- 
ing need. But it is even more noteworthy that he 
should predict fulfillment of the reform through the 
State Supreme Court. Fortunately, there is a prece- 
dent for simplifying procedure through a declara- 
tion of rules by the highest court of the State. 

When it became clear, two years ago, that the 
Legislature would do nothing to deliver Missouri 
from the toils of unethical lawyers, the State Su- 
preme Court acted in the public interest by doing 
precisely what the Legislature had refused to do. 
It appointed a commission to draw up rules of prac- 
‘tice and devise disciplinary machinery. The recom- 
‘mendations of this commission, which the court 
promptly placed into effect, closely regulate the prac- 
tice of law in Missouri today. The court can do 
as much for procedural reform and attendant elim- 
ination of the unconscionable delays which tend to 
thwart the doing of justice in our courts. 

Should the Missouri Supreme Court set out at 
once to simplify procedure in this State, it would 
find distinguished company already at work in the 
field. The United States Supreme Court, at the re- 
quest of Congress, has undertaken to reform pro- 
cedure in the United States District Courts and Cir- 
cuit Courts of Appeal. A number of state supreme 
courts are either engaged in reforming procedure in 
their states or are in the preliminary stages of the 
work. 7 

Thus far, little attention has been paid to the fact 
that the United States Supreme Court has accepted 
the invitation of Congress’ to simplify Federal pro- 
cedure. Yet time may very well rank this rule- 
making reform with the historic- decisions of last 
spring as among the great contributions of the court. 
How important Chief Justice Hughes considers this 
undertaking can be judged from his forthright ad- 
dress at the recent sessions of the American Law 
Institute. Declaring that the court had before it 
an opportunity as well as a responsibility, he said: 

It is manifest that the goal we seek is a sim- 
plified practice which will strip procedure of 
unnecessary forms, technicalities and distinc- 
tions and permit the advance of causes to the 
decision of their merits with a minimum of 
procedural encumbrances. It is also apparent 
that in seeking that end we should not be fet- 
tered by being compelled to maintain the his- 
toric separation of the procedural systems of 
law and equity. 

Chief Justice Hughes saw that the Supreme Court 
lost no time in taking up this important task. Ina 
short while, he announced the appointment of an 
advisory committee, including such outstanding lead- 
ers of the bar as former Attorney-Generals Mitchell 
and Wickersham, Scott M. Loftin, former president 
of the American Bar Association, Charles E. Clark 
of Yale University, A. M. Dobie of the University of 
| Virginia, Edwin M. Morgan of Harvard University, 
Edson R. Sunderland of the University of Michigan 
and Monte M. Lemann of New Orleans. 

Among the states whose supreme courts have re- 
cently undertaken the formulation of procedural 
rules for their state courts are West Virginia, Ala- 
bama and New Mexico. The Texas State Bar Asso- 
ciation recently took steps to induce the Texas Su- 
preme Court to declare and utilize its rule-making 
power. The movement is also making progress in 
Pennsylvania. 

The words of Elihu Root, uttered long ago in be- 
half of a simplification of procedure, cannot be re- 
peated too often. He said: 


Our procedure ought to be based on the com- 
mon intelligence of the farmer, the merchant and 
the laborer. There is no reason why a plain, 
honest man should not be permitted to go into 
court and tell his story and have the Judge 
permitted to do justice in that particular case 
unhampered by a great variety of statutory rules. 


The goal of which Mr. Root spoke may not be 
achieved tomorrow, but there can be no denying 
that progress is being made toward a better system 
of court procedure. The law and the courts are 
meant to serve the people as a whole and not the 
special interests of those who misuse these instru- 
ments for their own selfish ends. 

Judging by the way the United States Supreme 
Court keeps its work up to date, a unified code of 
procedure for Federal courts will be a reality be- 
fore long. It would be a fine distinction for Mis- 
souri if the necessary steps were taken in this State 
to place it among the leaders in bringing this great 
reform to the state courts of the country,

A GOOD VETO. 

A little noted but none the less important action 
by President Roosevelt was his veto of the bill which 
would have amended the Taylor Grazing Act so as to 
increase the area devoted to public grazing and to 
accord special grazing rights to owners of adjoining 
lands. Over-grazing, to which these amendments 
would have contributed, has long been an outstand- 
ing cause of soil erosion through much of the West. 
When cattle and sheep are allowed on grazing lands 
in such numbers as to keep it close-cropped, their 
hoofs cut into the roots and prepare the way for 
washing when hard rains arrive. Thousands of acres 
now ruined by deep gullies and ravines and general 
loss of top soil were once suitable grazing areas 
which were misused by short-sighted cattle and sheep

ardently desired by all as a base for nor- 

mal economic revival and re-employment, 
depends upon a variety of factors, but the 
first and most absolute of these is the avail- 
ability of mortgage money at _ reasonable 
terms. Without it, there can be no such 
thing as a mass market for new houses. 
Every other influence is relative and subject 
to change. 

The depression debacle in real estate and 
construction was to a major degree a debacle 
in credit. The revival now visibly and en- 
couragingly under way is in a major de- 
gree founded upon, first, a substantial 
thawing out of frozen credit and, second, a 
stimulus to new credit. 

The change for the better that has come 
over the mortgage-money market during the 
past two years, moderate as it is, is literally 
an astounding one. As late as the autumn 
of 1933, when deflation clearly had been 
halted and the economic cycle plainly had 
turned upward, the potential home-builder 
found mortgage money extremely difficult 
to obtain, no matter how conservative the 
desired loan in relation to the value of the 
project. On the surface, real estate still 
seemed almost hopelessly frozen. Land val- 
ues and rentals still dragged along the de- 
pression bottom. 

It cannot truthfully be said that mortgage 
lending is back to normal today, but it has 
recovered at least enough so that the ques- 
tion of mortgage credit is no longer the 
chief consideration to be weighed by the 
average person wishing to build a home. In 
most localities, from one source or another, 
mortgage credit can now be had, even 
though a little searching may be necessary.

In this gratifying result, it is quite impos- 
sible to measure where Federal interven- 
tion ends and private credit revival begins, 
for the two are inextricably intertwined. 
Without doubt, the refinancing of billions 
of mortgages through the Federal Home 
Loan Bank system, the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation and the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Corporation has worked wonders 
in turning the tide. At least up to the 
present, the accomplishments of these agen- 
cies dwarf those of the much more recent 
Federal Housing Administration, whose ob- 
jective is to stimulate the flow of private 
credit into home construction or renova- 
tion through Government-insured loans. 

Throughout the work of these Federal 
agencies there runs a common drive not 
alone to open up the mortgage market but 
to effect some basic and much-needed re- 
forms. The most important of these is the 
attempt to bring about substitution of the 
long-term amortized loan for the traditional 
three-year mortgage which involved fre- 
quent and expensive renewals and not in- 
frequently was followed by a still more ex- 
pensive second mortgage. The average 
mortgage is inevitably a long-term credit, 
whatever the stated term—as the depres- 
sion abundantly demonstrated. The effort 
to treat jt otherwise has been responsible 
for much of real estate’s grief in recent 
years. The primary purpose of the whole 
program is the double one of making mort- 
gage credit more attractive both to the bor- 
rower and the lender, 


To attract the borrower, the big idea is to 
induce a lowering of interest rates, to do 
away with renewal fees and second mort- 
gages, to set the mortgage maturity at least 
15 years ahead, to make the monthly amor- 
tization virtually as easy to pay as rent and, 
finally, to encourage loans up to 80 per cent 
of liberally appraised values. 

To attract the lender, the purpose is to 
make such mortgage loans safe and even 
liquid. Thus, Federal Housing Administra- 
tion insured loans carry the Government's 
guarantee. Moreover, the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has announced it will 
make a market for such paper by buying 
and selling Federal Housing Administration 
insured mortgages through the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation Mortgage Co. Such 
mortgages will be offered to private invest- 
ors by brokers and dealers. 

Finally, the Banking Act of 1935 permits 
member banks of the Reserve System to 
make mortgage loans up to 60 per cent of 
appraised values, with the total of such 
loans for any one commercial bank re- 
stricted to 60 per cent of capital funds or 
60 per cent of savings and time deposits, 
whichever is greater; and banks in time 
of need can pledge such paper with the Re- 
serve banks for loans at only % of 1 per 
cent above the prevailing rediscount rate. 

* * * 

Defying all real estate experience, the 
Government in effect says that henceforth 
mortgage loans are to be both absolutely 
safe and essentially liquid. That is a big 
order, but one must admit that safety in 
this field may, after all, be largely a state 
of mind. Perhaps, in time, lenders, insti- 
tutional and otherwise, will believe in the. 
safety of such loans and the goose will 
hang high—barring the possibility of a final 
great post-inflation crash in which all bets 
would be off anyway! 

Lest enthusiasm run wild, we must hasten 
to point out that much of this program is 
still on paper. Traditional mortgage meth- 
ods are deeply rooted and will not be up- 
rooted in a day or a year. When one gets 
away from plans and objectives and comes 
down to current records, the figures of resi- 
dential construction, though improving, re- 
main in the class of economic small pota- 
toes, the dollar total of mortgage loans he- 
ing made remains very small and the pro- 
posed reforms in lending methods have 
barely scratched the surface. 

Over the past year, the total volume of 
residential construction has been around 
$350,000,000. Total FHA insured loans, it was 
stated Aug. 28, now amount to $126,000,000, 
of which about one-third, or some $42,000,000 
represents new construction. 

In short, up to the present, the real bulk 
of such modest mortgage credit as is being 
advanced is coming from insurance compa- 
nies, savings banks, private investors and 
other traditional mortgage sources—on its 
own terms, without FHA insurance. 

Thus far, almost no dent whatever has 
been made in the national average cost of 
mortgage financing. It is not perhaps com- 
monly realized that even the 6 per cent rate, 
standard in many localities and regarded as 
high by the Government, is lower than the 
national average of mortgage interest rates, 
which in some communities range from 7 
to 8 per cent,

ANY of the comments made by publie 

figures on Constitution day constitute 
a timely warning against hasty altera- 
tion of our great charter. That the Consti- 
tution is not a perfect instrument of gov- 
ernment is recognized. It has been amend- 
ed a score of times, usually to bring it into 
step with a changing world. Yet its very 
| brevity and simplicity make it a flexible 
| instrument, readily fitted to the particular 


problems of successive decades and gener 
ations without formal amendment. 

For most persons, it is difficult to avoid 
making a fetish of the Constitution. It is

Self-preservation 
is the first law of 
bridge as of tife. Back of every 
bid and every play we find the safe- 
ty principle. “Am I safe and can I 
survive the invisible rocks of. dis- 
tribution or partner’s stupidity?” is 
the first and most important ques- 
tion to ask one’s self about any 
bid or play. Long and painful ex- 
perience has taught me a number 
of simple rules and safety devices to 
avoid unjustifiable penalties. For 
instance, never stick out your bead 
with a risky bid without an out. I 
am not saying “do not risk,” for 
people who never take reasonable 
chances have equally no hope of 
winning, but you must have an cut, 
- gome other bid or support for part- 
ner’s suit, or a conviction that the 
opponents, through sheer ignor- 
ance, will not double you. 

But the best safety device I 
know is what I call the rule of 
two and three. It means that if 
your partner has passed or has not 
yet bid, you should not expect or 
gamble on more than two winners 
in his hand, if vulnerable, and three 
winners if not vulnerable. Thus, 
is your own hand contains seven 
winners, you can go only as high 
as three spades vulnerable, but you 
can gamble on four spades if not 
vulnerable. The reason for the rule 
of two and three is that your 
maximum justifiable loss, even to 
save a game, .is 500 points. 

There is much more to it than 
that, but if you stick to this rule 
you will save, in the course of your 
lifetime, even more than 1,500,000 
points. I can guarantee it, for ev- 
ery time I break the rule I get 
the ax. 

Before playing the trump suit or 
any suit, for that matter, visualize 
the possible ways in which the op- 
ponents’ card in that suit may bé 
divided between their two hands. 
Then play as though you actually 
expect the worst possible division,

My dear Mr. President: 

I have lived a full and rich life, 
and soon shall be gathere. to my 
ancestors, where the material 
things of life will no longer in- 
terest me. 

I should like to depart this life 
secure in the knowledge of a 
final contribution to the welfare 
and happiness of the American 
people. In the recent election 
they have placed their indorse- 
ment upon your platform for the 
redistribution of wealth by elect- 
ing you President of the United 
States. I shall accept their col- 
lective judgment, since the Amer- 
ican people awarded me in my 
lifetime a fair share of the fruits 
of labor. 

I note that Congres~ has -ini- 
tiated legislation looking toward 
the seizure of all wealth in ex- 
cess of five million dollars for 
each family. If it will not em- 
barrass your plan, my dear Mr. 
President, I should like to antici- 
pate the reduction of my own 
share of worldly goods to the 
limit decreed by the American 
people in the last election. 

I am therefore disposing in or- 
derly process my possessions in 
excess of five million dollars. I 
am making some gifts to persons 
associated with me during my 
long span of life.

But in either event, 
he wishes to have the act so drawn 
that if it is held constitutional, its 
enforcement will neither disrupt 
nor destroy American business. For 
that reason he is perfectly willing 
to join ip perfecting your pro- 
gram.” 

“How many of you gentlemen 
share the opinion of Mr. Rockefel- 


Morgan firm on that?” I inquired 
of Lamont, who had sat silent. 

“IT could not say, without 
ferring with Mr. Morgan,” replied 
Lamont. “My understanding with 
other members of my firm was that 
I should present our views opposing 
your plan, and learn its details so 
I could communicate them to our 
people.” 

Turning to Aldrich, I inquired: 

“Do you believe Mr. Rockefeller 
would accept the chairmanship of 
a committee of business men, bank- 
ers and industrialists to draft me a 
plan to carry out my Share Our 
Wealth program?” 

“I believe so, Mr. President,” re- 
plied Aldrich. “But I should like to 
confirm that by telephone.” 

In a few minutes Aldrich was re- 
lating our conversation to John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., at. his home in 
New York City. From his replies 
it was obvious that Mr. Rockefeller 
was accepting the chairmanship. 
When Aldrich hung up the phone, 
he turned around and said: 

“Mr. President, Mr. Rockefeller 
will serve as chairman of your com- 
mittee.” 

“That's fine,” 1 said. “His serv- 
ices will allay fear throughout the 
business world.” 

“Now, Mr. Lamont, Mr. Whitney, 
Mr. Davis, and Mr. Stotesbury, I 


believe we can excuse you,” I said. | 


“Since you feel that your firm does 
not care to participate in these con- 
ferences, I will abide by your de- 
cision.” 

John W. Davis, the Morgan law- 
yer, interrupted me. 

“Mr President, I think Mr. La- 
mont should be giv*n permission to 
return to the conference after con- 
sulting with the other members of 
the firm,” he said. “I feel sure 
that when the developments of this 


conference are reported to Mr. Mor-| 


gan, he will desire to participate 
along with the other gentlemen.” 

“I am sorry, Mr. Davis, but your 
client, Mr. Morgan is refusing to ac- 
cept the Share Our Wealth pro- 
gram,” 1 replied. “Acting apparent- 
ly upon your advice, he is going to 
fight it in the courts. Now, I am 
perfectly willing to follow the con- 
stitution and to accept his chal- 
lenge and battle it out in the 
courts. Recognizing him as an 
enemy of the Share Our Wealth 
Program, I don’t feel it is proper 
to have him or any of his agents 
participate in any way in the draft- 
ing of the program. 

“Without reflecting upon the 
honor or integrity of Mr. Morgan 
or his associates, it would be dif- 
ficult to convince the American 
people that their active co-opera- 
tion in the drafting of the plan 


would be for any other purpose 


than to weaken it or to write some 
loophole into it through which they 
might escape or defeat it in the 
courts. Now, I believe these other 
gentlemen are co-operating in good 
faith and will draft a plan to the 
best of their ability. 

“In the final analysis, of course, 
I shall rely on them for the eco- 
nomic sections of the bill, but I will 
be forced to rely upon my own At- 
torney-General and _ Solicitor-Gen- 
eral for the constitutional sections 
in the event there is any difference 
of opinion between this committee 
and the Government's legal advis- 
ers.”

George has been a watch- 
man at this port since long before 
Lambert Field became the Munici- 
pal Airport and one of the busiest 
airports in the country. George 
operates the flood light whose blue 
beams guide each ship to its land- 
ing stage at night. He remembers 
when he brought a coal oil lamp 
from home to read his newspaper 
by and when he used to trudge out 
into the muddy morass which was 
the landing field before there were 
concrete runways, throw a can of 
gasoline on the ground and touch 
a match to it to light the air mail 
pilots into port.
